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"HE Citizens of London, by their Charter , among 
themſelves may Make Sheri whom they will, and 
may Remove them when they will. 

Therefore the Sheriftes and Common Sergeant for the 
time being, are, in EleQion of Sheriffes for the enſuing year; 
Servants to the common Hall, and ought to propoſe and Poll 
for ſuch Perſons and fuch things as ſhall be nominated and 
demanded by the Members thereof and for none elſe. 

By a pretended By-Law, *T'is Ordered to this effect, vig. 

That whoſoever ſhall be ele&ed Sheriff and Refuſe to ſerve, 

ſhall ſwear himſelf not worth 10000 /. or enter into Bond to 

' ſerve, or ſhall pay 40o/. fine, and in caſe a Perſon ele&ed 

pay his Fine, he is not to be propoſed again for that year. 

By an A of Parliament made fince this, by Law it is a- 


monglt other things enacted to this effeR, T hat the EleQion of 


any Officers —_ any place of truſt in any Corporation 
{hall be void, in caſe the Perſon ſo ele&ed ſhall not have recei- 


ved the Sacrament,according to the Church of England, with- 
in a year next betore ſuch choice. 


Now the two Gentlemen declared to be eleted on Mid- 
ſummer day laſt, having not been duely qualified as to receiv- 
ing the Sacrament according to the Statute,fuch Ele&ion was 
void, and ſo they areinno Capacity whatſoever within their 
By-law. | Sk 
But they having fince received the Sacrament according to 
the Statute, their EleQion at this time will be legal and valid, 
which cannot be affured- in Caſeany other ſhall beeleGed, it 
being altogether uncertain who is duly qualified. 
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
